Agriculture basic industry the country and conditions rural 
life have therefore very direct influence upon the general development 
national life. Since the days the pioneers, women have taken 
conspicuous place the direction rural life and when the days 
settlement succeeded those discovery and migration the success 
failure the family rested with the women who bore the children and 
kept the house. the days the struggle for mere existence passed 
into the period broader community life, the wives and mothers the 
village called their aid the school teacher and the nurse and retained 
their leadership the development the country. 

would appear that the phenomenal success the Women’s Institute 
Movement Canada has been largely due the fact that new 
imposed the community from outside but rather 
crystallization forces long active rural life. The support and 
direction given Provincial Governments this spontaneous move- 
ment gave certain stability and permanence; and opened 
opportunities achievement not accessible purely voluntary and 
unofficial organizations—even if, certain directions, this support 
imposed some restriction upon the scope its discussions. rural life 
becomes more highly organized, the Institutes have turned their attention 
the improvement education, sanitation and social services. They 
have been elected trustees and councillors and members 
legislatures and have attained cabinet rank more than one pro- 
vincial government. Other groups are emerging, characteristic 
distinctive interests, such political organizations, current events study 
groups and clubs for folk dancing handicrafts and forth, but the 
Institutes still retain their leadership the field rural adult education 
and they are extending the adjacent sphere educa- 
for the benefit the lads and girls the countryside.

CHANGES UNIVERSITIES 


The changing styles charges levelled universities are indica- 
tion that they are vital and growing factors our modern life. 
earlier day the universities were considered stronghold conservatism, 
bulwark older order. This charge was particularly true the 
time the Renaissance, one those great transitional periods our 
history when the modern world was being born. Then the Church and 
the Universities remained the champions the passing order. Slowly, 
however, they yielded. The medieval studies gave place the classics 
and the universities adapted themselves new world. What happened 
once has been oft repeated the succeeding four centuries until now 
the cry that these once conservative institutions are the harborers 
racicalism, which may laudable enough some fields but reprehensible 
the realms politics and economics. The new emphasis criticism 
frees the universities from charges decrepitude and senility for they 
least are vigorous enough continue the process adaptation. 

The modern tendency toward change began about century ago when 
the the Industrial Revolution were becoming manifest. The 
new industrialized middle-class sought access the halls higher 
learning. About the same time demand was made that the place and 
importance the physical and natural sciences recognized, and 
further, that the religious restrictions and requirements abolished. 
These demands were recent enough that they coloured the history 
several the universities Ontario. Gradually the new needs were 
met altering the old institutions and also founding new ones 
which were free from hampering traditions. Such evolutionary move- 
ments are inevitably slow. Mental habits and attitudes alter only very 
gradually. estimated that the between the promulgation 
basic idea and its adoption almost generation. Slowly, but with 
increasing momentum, readjustments appeared the organization and 
curricula the universities. The social sciences were born. New sub- 
jects were added. New departments were organized. To-day, the 
pioneers the sciences the Canadian colleges are still remembered 
the first women graduates are still with us, and changes have not yet 
ceased. static society reveals itself static institutions,

changing society manifests itself changing institutions, and the tempo 
to-day revealed, among other ways, the questioning and criticism 
of, and the alterations in, the universities. 


SERVICES 

One the most obvious adjustments being made new set 
conditions the emphasis upon adult education which has crystallized 
the work the Extension Departments the modern universities, 
Basic changes under way societv give added significance this work, 
One change, arising part from the mechanization industry, the 
added leisure time available, giving not only time but implying added 
energy previously absorbed laborious tasks. second factor the 
change the average age the population, for various ways have 
become older people than were few generations falling 
birth-rate and increasing life span mean much greater percentage 
adults our population, than was formerly the case. Most Canadians 
probably consider this phenomenon observable older countries only, 
but the recent Adult Education makes clear 
that the problem 1921 the birth-rate Ontario was per 
thousand. had dropped 20.2 per thousand. This tendency 
continuing over two generations has caused reversal the proportion 
certain age groups, the total population. 1871, children the 
age period one four years numbered approximately 116 per thousand 
population. 1931, they numbered only per thousand, whereas 
people aged forty forty-nine 1931 numbered approximately 119 per 
thousand compared with only 80, sixty years before. 

Numerous social and economic problems are indicated 
figures and should not disregarded industry, but least all 
educators. Adult education increasingly important task for 
other reason than that there are more adults educate. Furthermore, 
there more time for such activity, and not the least important 
need for such education growing out the increasingly complicated 
nature modern political and social organization and the dissatisfaction 
arising from the evident shortcomings the present set-up. 
study and research are urgently required these fields. 

the face these needs numerous agencies have developed. 
Dominion and Provincial Governments, universities, technical 
libraries, art galleries and museums, religious institutions, 
societies, service clubs industries, etc., etc., have all made certain

tributions expanding field service, but particularly active have 
been the universities. The popular view the university scholar 
fossilized and non-social individual, thoroughly out touch with life, 
distorted comical. There has been the whole fine bond 
sympathy between the public and the universities this continent, 
which speaks well for the discrimination and insight each. the 
one hand, the public has given generously its resources the uni- 
and the latter have responded with both courses and leadership 
public and social problems. The research and the teaching the 
field the social sciences have contributed better understanding 
increasingly complex situation and the products university 
research have made invaluable contributions such realms business 
and medicine. was inevitable that the universities should enter the 
field adult education and rightly so, for such work educationally 
sound. Fortunately, the oft-quoted findings Thorndike have helped 
establish the confidence adults their ability continue mental 
and discipline. 

Facing most the Canadian universities the present moment 
the question what constitutes their responsibility this adult field. 
The majority have accepted the obvious interpretation implied the 
name and have undertaken the extension 
the existing facilities the university the public far this 
possible. This has meant the offering both credit and non-credit 
work through evening classes, correspondence courses, discussion groups, 
radio lectures, etc. The subjects offered are generally those given 
the universities the extension lecturers themselves who thus speak 
with certain academic and institutional authority. The mutual con- 
tacts have been beneficial. Information and inspiration which, when 
disseminated classroom seemed destined burial examination 
pad, took new lease life when presented listeners inspired 
real interest. the other hand, has become humanizing 
and balancing influence many lecturers who were losing perspective. 
The questions and criticisms adults, unafraid examinations, have 
times proved salutary lecturers prone undue criticism and over- 
statement when the presence immature persons. University 
extension has also made available the judgment and scholarship the 
university staff members fields not closely related the usual class- 
room activities. This particularly evident forums and dis- 
cussions current events where historical background sidelights 
garnered from foreign newspapers and magazines might contribute 
lurther insight into complicated problem. 
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THE UNIVERSITIES’ PROPER SPHERE 


While the above represents the policy majority the Canadian 
universities, there are some which have interpreted the term ‘‘extension” 
much more liberally and have entered what seem new fields 
endeavour their extramural activities. outstanding example 
St. Francis Xavier University which, with the support the Carnegie 
Corporation, engaged teaching programme patterned the 
particular needs particular constituency and leading important 
economic results. Only private institution would quite free 
undertake such work which inevitably strikes the source income 
considerable segment the community. Even the economic 
results were not radical expected, this type activity likely 
restricted relatively small number institutions which find 
themselves the midst unusual conditions. 

Such restrictions resting upon institutions not interfere with the 
rights staff members participate private individuals movements 
having political, social and economic significance, but they place 
limits the field university endeavour. the present stage 
development, would seem the matter wisdom for the average 
university accept the customary definition noted 
above. Within that area can act with assurance, can draw upona 
wealth experience, can utilize the services adequately trained men 
and can make rich and much-needed contribution adult education. 
Those impatient restraint would well remember that the 
possibilities this type university endeavour have means, 
been exhausted. the other hand, examples are not wanting the 
English-speaking world institutions carried gusts enthusiasm— 
and monetary grants—venturing into unexplored fields and prostituting 
the educational ideals which they represent. Canadians profess deep 
respect for education that basically sound—though just what consti- 
tutes it, they are beginning wonder. adult education, the uni- 
versities may well take part their task the maintaining worthy 
standards and objectives. With increasing popularity there will 
sufficient exploitation and cheap popularization from other sources. 

summarize. While unusual situations have been and must 
tinue met certain universities such St. Francis Xavier the 
east and Alberta vast and lonely rural area the west, the major 
adult educational task the universities the present time 
available, far possible, the wealth experience and 
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which they possess, those interested and capable enough receive it. 
Intramurally the universities undertake the training and education, 
certain fields, people supposedly possessing adequate interest, qualifica- 
tions and mental equipment. Going without their walls, the same 
standards—though less rigid prescribed forms and requirements— 
should maintained. adult from moron genius not 
potential university extension student. There are organizations and 
institutions far better qualified than are the universities deal with 
certain types subject and people. special arrangements must 
made and staffs recruited, the genius and experience the universities 
not suggest their qualifications for such tasks. Otherwise, the 
Extension Department but mechanical and not spiritual part 
the university. 


PROPER MOTIVATION 


further matter interest the universities the source motiva- 
tion adult education. With increasing sums money available for 
the work there temptation artificially stimulate interest order 
that past monetary favours may justified and still others merited. 
While this sound promotion bad education. The voluntary 
motive important real achievement. this point that 
delicate problem presents itself. How far artificial stimulation 
justified order counteract past bad training, environmental restraints 
and other unhappy circumstances. certain stimulation that will 
uncover legitimate interest justified; but what point will simply 
begin hot-house growth that cannot permanent? superimposed 
education, one that does not spring from real desire achieve, that 
does not emanate from unsatisfied hunger, likely shallow. 
The Iowa State College Agricultural Extension service has seemingly 
tried combine legitimate stimulation from above with recognition 
the fact that the real motivation must present those individuals 
and groups educated. has issued certificates merit certain 
churches for what being achieved within their organization and 
communities. These churches gave practical help supplying meeting 
places for teacher-training groups, summer camps, etc., making 
contacts with farm organizations, training leaders farm, home and 
community projects; and, addition, they gave such spiritual leadership 
and inspiration was possible. 

Some such method supplying certain stimulation, inspiration and 
presumably direction from without, with the recognition the major 
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importance individual and local motivation seemingly what must 
sought adult education. The machinery for achieving not 
clearly evident yet. The universities would probably the first 
admit their lack qualification for the task setting and supervising 
complete adult educational programme. might, however, supply 
stimulation and direction certain fields, might Departments 
Education, secondary school groups, churches and foundations various 
kinds other fields. Canadians will want infinitely more experience 
and information than they now possess before delegating the challenging 
task adult education any one agency—and, the basis their 
experience, they will probably continue refuse regimentation—for part 
the genius adult education the voluntary principle. The Cana. 
dian Association has acted wisely undertaking its task the surveying 
the Canadian field, the acting clearing house for information, 
the making available technical advice and expert opinion but the 
avoidance any attempt superimpose. The Canadian movement 
with its regional differences and needs not ready for overhead, central- 
ized control, even strong regional contrel, but does require such 
advice and direction body like the Canadian Association for Adult 
Education, can give. 
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THE ACTIVITIES THE WOMEN’S INSTITUTES 


The Institute movement, properly speaking, Canada’s own, that 
was launched Wentworth County, Ontario, 1897, group 
rural women, who, through its means, hoped become better and more 
home-makers. 

For, said they, nation cannot rise above the level its homes, 
therefore women must work and study together raise our homes 
highest possible These pioneer leaders recognized the 
fact, that the home the bed-rock upon which national life rests, and 
there improvement the home, materially, mentally, socially 
and morally, then that improvement reflected the national life 
the people. For after all, the nation but collection homes, 
subject proper organization and direction. 

Organized with such high ideal—an ideal, bound claim and hold 
the attention women interested the betterment the home and 
its little wonder that the movement Canada has 
met with such signal success. Its growth has been continuous and 
ly, and the present time, have approximate membership 


women, identified with the 2,700 individual institutes 


brancl established throughout the length and breadth Canada. 
These branches hold monthly meetings, when practical subjects 


receive chief attention, while cultural features, wholesome sociability, 
and service the community, all receive consideration. these 
meetings, members give papers and addresses, prepared from material 
through practical experiences and from magazines, loan collections, 
bulletins and literature, libraries, etc. These, with demon- 
strations, exhibits, debates, discussions, current events, and other educa- 
tional features make interesting and worth-while programmes. They 
provide much information for all, but are especially helpful those 
responsible for their preparation and presentation. 

Almost immediately organization 1897, the members appealed 
the Department Agriculture for co-operation and support, and the 
Department recognizing the importance their objective, readily 
granted their request. The other provinces, organization, followed 
example and were likewise successful. 

This close association the Institutes and governments resulted 
eventually the establishment ‘‘Department available 
the Institutes, the form literature, lectures, demonstration lecture 
courses, and local leader schools instruction, featuring such phases 
Home Economics as, clothing—textiles—food 
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education and first aid—home crafts—needle craft and utilization 
wool. Correspondence courses, followed examinations, are also 
carried with excellent results. 

For the girls, the future home-makers, short courses two 
one month and three months’ duration are provided. These are 
charge well-trained instructors, are the coaching classes, when 
valuable and practical lectures are given (on nutrition, menu planning, 
home management, first aid, good dressing, house furnishing, etc.) and 
practical application made the knowledge, followed judging 
competitions. encourage the girls take advantage these educa- 
tional opportunities, the Institutes offer prizes and schclarships, and 
very often pay the transportation and living expenses the girls attend- 
ing such courses. 

taking advantage these splendid services, the women and girls 
this (as the Institute often called) are 
kept touch with well and improved methods home- 
making. This cannot but make for greater efficiency the feeding, 
clothing, housing and general well being the family. 

Being rural organization, the Women’s Institute members are keenly 
interested Agriculture its many phases. The utilization home 
grown products urged, and better marketing system studied. Poultry 
raising and culling, egg grading, bee keeping, construction and care 
hot beds, the growing small fruits, all receive special attention. Im- 
proved gardening being generally studied with the purpose having 
greater variety vegetables for home use; planting such varieties 
will mature early, followed succession plantings, that the 
family will provided with fresh vegetables for long period 
possible each year. The canning and storing vegetables generally 
practised, supplements the supply fresh vegetables, thus providing 
the family with home grown vegetables practically the year round. 

Through the efforts the Institutes, there has been concerted 
effort throughout Canada beautify home and community surroundings. 
The depression has not materially curtailed this work, since being 
done little cost, the sharing perennials, shrubs, annual 
seedlings and cuttings, and making use the numerous varieties 
beautiful trees and shrubs found growing wild our woods, well 
those secured from government nurseries and experimental farms. Have 
you not heard the ‘‘friendship built entirely from “ex- 
change Institute might well remember the good 
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advice our Federal Convenor Agriculture—‘‘our own landscaping 
shared all members the family more value us, than the 
elaborate landscape cannot afford 

Co-operation with health authorities and with every movement for 
the prevention disease and for better health conditions, but another 
outstanding endeavour the Institute. literature, available 
from the Federal and Provincial Departments Health, together with 
that supplied various organizations dealing with special subjects, 
brought the attention the people. Tonsil, adenoid, dental, goitre 
and well baby clinics are arranged and supported, and special attention 
given the study Cancer Control, Mental Hygiene, care T.B. 
patients, maternal, pre-natal and post-natal care. 

Notable work being done vaccination and immunization, clinics 
being sponsored the Institutes and every effort made facilitate the 
work health authorities. real service being rendered educating 
the public the benefits derived from the use vaccines and serums, 
thereby helping overcome prejudice and ignorance. 

Through their efforts and influence, medical and dental inspection 
have been introduced into many rural schools, followed some cases 
the employment properly qualified school nurse. They are 
largely responsible too, for such health improvements the schools, 
pure drinking water, drinking fountains, sanitary conveniences, improved 
heating system, and electric lights; also first aid kits, hot school lunch 
equipment and milk for the undernourished children. The Institute 
health policy, apparent, one prevention. 

keen interest education, for adults well for children, 
manifested. Many branches have active school committees, who co- 
operate every possible way with the trustees and teachers, the 
best interests the pupils. assist beautifying school grounds, 
provide school and play ground equipment, sponsor school fairs and 
sports days, supply supplementary reading material and award prizes. 
Through their efforts Domestic Science, Manual Training and Music 
have been introduced many schools, the Institutes often assuming all 
expense involved connection therewith. 

Study groups are being formed many branches and the members 
are studying such subjects Art, Literature, Dramatics, Science, Music, 
Economics and Child Psychology. Musical and dramatic festivals, 
public speaking contests, debates and reading circles are encouraged. 
Advantage taken also Radio Broadcasts and University Extension 
lectures. better type reading being encouraged and more 
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abundant supply good reading material being made available 
through the establishment (by Institutes alone co-operation with 
others) libraries and reading rooms. 

Many Institute branches are doing valuable work Historical 
Research, compiling readable and comprehensive histories families 
and farm homes, schools, villages, townships and counties, that the 
story early Canadian rural life will preserved for future generations, 
These valuable records are being safely housed the historical depart- 
ments universities, the government archives and local libraries 
and museums. 

Institute women are awakening their responsibilities citizenship 
and intelligent interest laws and law-making. Laws relating 
women and children are their chief concern and special study being 
made such acts as: Old Age Pensions Act, Mothers Allowance Act, 
Minimum Wage Act for Women and Girls, The Devolution Estates 
Act, etc. From time time our law makers are urged the Institutes 
enact certain new legislation and amend, repeal enforce laws 
already the statute book. members are urged watch 
legislation enacted Provincial and Federal Governments and bring 
knowledge this (together with its possible results effects) the 
attention the branch. 

steady and consistent study being made the country’s Natural 
Resources and Industries. Special attention given the extent and 
source supply the natural raw products, the various processing 
stages raw materials (both Canadian and imported) Canadian 
labour into finished products. result, the women discover that 
most the requirements the home may adequately met home 
industries. They are also fast realizing that manufacturers are willing 
co-operate with home-makers providing the most desirable quality 
goods reasonable price. 

Institute members are urged study bulk and package goods 
comparative costs and qualities, quality standards and labels foods, 
clothing and furnishings; also the comparative values Canadian and 
imported goods, and give preference home products—quality and 
price being equal. 

For many years has been the policy the Canadian Institutes 
extend hearty welcome all new-comers the country and help 
them become successfully and happily established. The women are 
invited attend Institute meetings and are given friendly welcome. 
Those foreign birth are encouraged speak English and all are en- 
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couraged adopt Canadian customs and habits and participate 
local community activities. These kindly attentions are much appre- 
ciated the new-comers and tend influence them the right direction. 
They judge Canada the people they meet and accept the ideals 
those they admire, thus there engendered them love for their 
adopted country and respect for Canadian law and institutions. 

The service programme the Institutes covers wide field. 
addition assisting hospitals, sanatoriums and childrens’ shelters, they 
erect rest rooms and community halls. They instal drinking fountains, 
build sidewalks and skating rinks, and care for cemeteries and parks. 
fact, everything possible done make the healthier, 
happier and better place which live. 

Their relief work alone fully justifies their existence and venture 
say there not Institute, that not engaged philanthropic work 


some kind. They not only work alone distributing neighbourly 
cheer, such food, clothing and household equipment, but they co- 
operate with schools, churches, councils and relief committees.

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THE ADULT CONGRESS 

Across the North American continent sweeping new interest 
the improvement life values, pursuits, and interests for middle aged 
and even older adults. For generation the educational interest the 
world has been focused the children. This was very likely necessary 
phase racial progress, for hitherto with one single exception history 
the world had never truly appreciated the special possibilities educa- 
tion during the early years childhood and youth. was, however, 
entirely mistaken and quite unnecessary attitude mind take for 
granted that this special interest childhood period somehow made 
unnecessary the continued education people after the childhood period 
had passed. not surprising, therefore, that the world has wakened 
sense serious neglect and setting about finding ways, means, 
materials and leadership which adults may continue educated. 

deep concern the part the members the staff and Board 
Christian Education the United Church regarding this opportunity, 
led the calling the Adult Life Congress Ottawa, September 
23rd, immediately preceding the meeting the General Council. 
The timeliness this effort was immediately made evident the 
response. hundred and sixty-eight representative men and women 
the Church responded; others attended for portion the time. The 
interest was maintained from the very beginning until the last moment, 
and new sense the possibility continued growth throughout the 
years maturity and down old age became settled conviction the 
part all who listened and participated the sessions the Congress. 

The Congress was representative the entire Church, first regards 
territorial divisions, every conference being represented some the 
most capable and experienced leaders religious work both lay and 
ministerial. was also cross-section representation which 
proved very interesting and valuable: every active agency engaged 
adult religious leadership had carefully chosen delegation. The Lay- 
men’s Associations every conference were represented; the 
Missionary Society; the Associations, the Elders and Session 
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members, the Stewards, Sunday School superintendents, Adult Bible 
Class leaders and teachers, Men’s Brotherhoods, and men’s clubs such 
the A.O.T.S. British Columbia. can think effective 
agency the Church to-day which did not have good representative 
group the Congress. 

Among the leaders invited address the sessions the Congress, 
especially helpful contributions were made Corbett the 
Adult Education Association; Dr. Wallace, Principal 
University; and Rev. King Gordon. Mr. Corbett also served the Con- 
gress general counsellor. His practical experience leader 
Adult Education work Alberta provides body evidence the 
possibility really doing something which cannot gainsaid the 
most pessimistic person. The United Church leaders appreciated very 
much the presence and stimulation these men. 

The concluding session the Congress was given entirely the 
territorial groups, each conference meeting separately plan answer 
the question, these things the local charges our 
Many plans were laid, but those which seemed con- 
stitute common denominator and demand most immediate action 
were follows:— 

(1) That the Laymen’s Association the conferences asked 

make Adult Education their major interest this year; that they

That fall presbytery meetings asked the delegates return 
give least one hour Adult Education, and that report 
this Congress presented.

FIRST NATIONAL CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL 
BROADCASTING 

The first National Conference Educational Broadcasting was held 
Washington, D.C., December 10th, 11th, and 12th, 1936. The 
Convention met the beautiful Mayflower Hotel and was sponsored 
the eighteen major Educational Associations the United States, 
and the United States Office Education. 

Two Canadians attended the Conference, Dr. Wilfrid Bovey 
McGill University, Montreal, represented the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation which director and Corbett, represented the 
Canadian Association for Adult Education.

The Convention, enthusiasm and the numbers people 
attendance must have been considered success its sponsors. Edu- 
cators and commercial broadcasters would undoubtedly away with 
better understanding each others’ problems; and the experience 
leaders various types programmes for schools, universities, group 
listening, dramatic, and forums would gain great deal from frank 
discussion their problems. 

The Canadian delegation was greatly impressed with the vast amount 
money available from the Federation and State Departments 
Education, from the great private companies, and from various trust 
funds for experimentation this new field. Canada with its limited 
resources has long, hard road travel before she can compete success- 
fully with the N.B.C. and the Columbia networks the skill with which 
they produce light entertainment type programmes. But the Cana- 
dian delegation also felt that have better opportunity develop 
distinctly Canadian type programme entertainment and educa- 
tion under our centrallized nationally-controlled system than could 
ever have done with commercial system facing the clamour conflicting 
interests that now face American broadcasters. Educational broad- 
casters the United States seem fighting losing battle for separate 
wave-lengths and more time the 1930 there were some eighty 
university-owned stations the United States, broadcasting daily pro- 
grammes high-class entertainment and direct informal education. 
To-day there are not more than twenty such stations. The impossibility 
getting time the air after seven night has forced the 
majority university-owned stations give the task. Under 
commercial privately-controlled system, the evening hours are too 
valuable from advertising point view allow time for any but the 
most popular type programme. the other hand the two great 
American net-works recent years have perfected the technique 
educational broadcasting that within certain fields such the drama- 
tization historical subjects; musical education with the Damrosch 
and New York Philharmonic orchestras; the discussion current 
international affairs through such organizations the Town Hall the 
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Air they have done better job than university station however well- 
endowed could ever do. Educational broadcasting the United States 
more and more being taken over the Federal Department Educa- 
tion, and State Departments Education, co-operation with the two 
great networks. University talent being used great extent, but 
the time not far distant when the university stations except for experi- 
mental purposes will disappear from the picture. 

One the important proposals was made society headed
